• Andy Dorman has three career Open Cup goals, scoring once in the 2013, 
2007 and 2005 campaigns. Dorman also leads the team with 12 Open Cup 
appearances. 

• Teal Bunbury also has three goals and one assist in the Open Cup, with all 
of those coming while with Sporting Kansas City. 

• Juan Agudelo, Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney each have one goal and 
two assists in the Open Cup. Agudelo had one goal and one assist as a 
member of Chivas USA in 2013 while he also added one assist for the Red 
Bulls in 2011. Nguyen had one assist in 2014 against the Rhinos on June 
25,2014 while he added a goal and an assist in the 2012 matchup with the 
Harrisburg City Islanders on May 29,2012. Tierney notched two assists as 
a rookie in 2008 and added his goal against New York on June 12, 2013. 

• Steve Neumann has one goal and one assist in the Open Cup, both com¬ 
ing in last season’s Fourth Round 3-2 win against the Richmond Kickers 
on June 18, 2014. That goal was his first as a professional. 

• Sean Okoli and London Woodberry each have one Open Cup goal. Both 
came in 2014 with Okoli scoring his first professional goal for Seattle in a 
5-0 win over PSA Elite on May 7,2014 while Woodberry netted for Arizona 
United against the Portland Timbers U-23s in a 3-2 comeback win on May 
13,2014. 

• Darrius Barnes has two assists in the Open Cup, both coming in the 2013 
campaign. He set up a Chad Barrett goal in the Fourth Round against 
Rochester on May 28,2013 before assisting on a Dimitry Imbongo goal in 
a 4-2 win over the Red Bulls in the Fifth Round on June 12,2013. 

• Charlie Davies has one assist in the Open Cup, coming against the Revs 
while with D.C. United in the 2011 season. The Revs still won the Play-In 
Round matchup with D.C. 3-2 on April 26, 2011. 

• Diego Fagundez was shown a red card in the 2012 Open Cup Third Round 
game against the Harrisburg City Islanders on May 29,2012. Fagundez 
was sent off in the 36th minute and the Revs were eliminated on penalty 
kicks after a 3-3 draw in extra time. 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has four appearances in the Open Cup, posting a 2.66 
goals against average and no shutouts. 

• Brad Knighton also has four Open Cup appearances, recording a 1.62 
goals against average and he is also yet to post a shutout. 

• Current Charlotte players Bilal Duckett and Paolo DelPiccolo previously 
played for the Revs. Duckett made one MLS appearance for the club 

in 2013 while DelPiccolo did not see any action while with the team last 
season. 


TEAM NOTES 


A LOOK BACK TO 2014 

The Revolution reached the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup in 2014, knocking off 
the USL’s Richmond Kickers and Rochester Rhinos before falling to the Philadel¬ 
phia Union at PPL Park. 

New England began their participation in the tournament on the road in Richmond, 
claiming a 3-2 win over the Kickers. Stephen McCarthy, Steve Neumann and Patrick 
Mullins each scored first half goals to lead New England to the victory, setting up a 
Fifth Round matchup at home with Rochester. In a game that was played in Provi¬ 
dence at Brown University, Saer Sene and Kelyn Rowe gave the Revs a 2-0 lead 
en route to a 2-1 victory that sent the Revs back to the quarterfinals for the second 
straight year. However, the run would end there as New England conceded goals to 
Conor Casey and Sebastien Le Toux on either side of halftime in a 2-0 loss to the 
Philadelphia Union. 

BACK AT HARVARD 

Wednesday night’s game at Harvard will be the second game that the Revs play 
at Harvard, having previously played the New York Red Bulls there in the Fourth 
Round of the 2013 Open Cup. On that day, Kelyn Rowe scored twice while Dimitry 
Imbongo and Chris Tierney each scored second half goals as the Revs won 4-2. 

That was Rowe’s second consecutive multi-goal game, having tallied twice in a Third 
Round win over Rochester two weeks earlier. 

Since first entering the Open Cup in 1997, the Revs have played home games in 
three different states, having played 10 times in Massachusetts, five times in Con¬ 
necticut and once in Rhode Island. 

ALL-TIME IN THE OPEN CUP 

This is the 16th year in which New England has entered the Open Cup, with New 
England going 15-12-4 in their previous 31 games in the competition. In their previ¬ 
ous 15 entries to the Open Cup, the Revs have been knocked out of the tournament 
at the first hurdle six times, with the last coming in 2012 when they fell on penal¬ 
ties to the Harrisburg City Islanders. As the home team, New England is 10-4-2, 
compared to 5-8-2 on the road. 

AGAINST THE LOWER LEAGUES 

Wednesday night’s game against Charlotte will be the first-ever meeting between 
the Revolution and the Independence, but the 18th time that the Revs have faced 
a non-MLS team in the Open Cup. The Revs are 10-3-4 in the previous 17 games 
against non-MLS clubs, with the last loss coming in 2009 when New England fell 2-1 
in extra time to the Harrisburg City Islanders. 

In the four ties, those matches were decided on penalties with the Revs going out 
in the 2004 and 2012 Open Cups on penalties to Rochester and Harrisburg City, 
respectively, while winning the 2006 Fourth Round against Rochester and the 2008 
Quarterfinals against Crystal Palace Baltimore on penalties. 

OPEN CUP GOAL SCORERS 

Nine current Revolution players have scored at least one goal in the Open Cup, with 
Kelyn Rowe leading the way with six goals in the competition. Of those nine players, 
five - Andy Dorman, Steve Neumann, Lee Nguyen, Rowe and Chris Tierney - have 
scored as a member of the Revolution, while Juan Agudelo, Teal Bunbury, Sean 
Okoli and London Woodberry scored for other clubs. 

SHUTOUTS HARD TO COME BY IN THE OPEN CUP 

The Revolution kept a clean sheet on Saturday night against the Chicago Fire, snap¬ 
ping a run of seven straight games without a shutout. New England has gone even 
longer without keeping a clean sheet in the Open Cup, conceding a goal in their last 
13 Open Cup games, dating back to the Third Round of the 2008 Open Cup. All- 
time, the Revs have just two shutouts in 31 U.S. Open Cup matches. 

OPEN CUP QUARTERFINALS: A REGULAR OCCURANCE FOR THE REVS 

The Revolution have reached the quarterfinal round of the Open Cup seven times, 
including appearances in the 2001 and 2007 Open Cup Final. Every year that the 
Revs have reached the final eight of the competition, the team that eventually beats 
them, with the exception of 2007 when they won the Open Cup, has gone on to 
reach the Open Cup Final, winning it in 2001,2006,2008 and 2013. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American 
flag as we know it - before there were 
the United States, and hundreds of years 
before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a 
flag of a different design was flown proudly 
in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 


Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag 
of New England now adorns the Revolution uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated at the base of the neck on the back of the club’s primary jersey and the serving 
as the inspiration for the club’s secondary kit, the flag of New England now lives in honor 
on every New England Revolution jersey. 

With the flag of New England playing such a prominent role in the Revs’ uniforms, the 
players and supporters alike are reminded that the club holds true to its community’s 
historic roots and continues to proudly represent the historic region of New England, 
while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field for each and every game.

Jay Heaps is in his fourth season as the head coach of the New England Revolution after taking the reigns of the club following the 2011 season. In his first three years on the bench, 
Heaps transformed the Revs from a five-win club that finished at the bottom of the Eastern Conference to the 2014 Eastern Conference Championship while playing an open and attrac¬ 
tive brand of soccer that has come to define the new-look Revolution. 

Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just five players (Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth and 
Chris Tierney) remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting has yielded players like Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe while 
players such as Teal Bunbury, Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the tutelage of the 38-year-old’s tutelage. That group, along with the likes 
of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, captain Jose Goncalves and Jermaine Jones - all signed by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New England 
Revolution. 

That group , with the exception of Agudelo, nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to the host LA Galaxy. The Revs 
equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second-most in 
club history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus 7-3 on aggregate before knocking off New York 4-3 on aggregate in the Eastern 
Conference Championship for the first time since 2007 when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club hisory with 243 regular season games played and 
helped New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010.
